In à bitter fight that teemed with person- 
alities, the ordinance for the regulation of 
the cold storage business was defeated last 
night in the city council. The test produced 
thirty votes in its favor and thirty-four votes 
against it. The ordinance then was re- 
turned to the judiciary committee for re- 
vision by a vote of 36 to 28. 

By the aldermen who argued in favor of 
the ordinance it was declared that the cold 
storage Warehouse, as at presem unregulated, 
purveys unwholesome and even poisonous 


‘foods, which sooner or later will produce 


an epidemic of sickness in this city. 

By the aldermen opposed to the ordinance 
it was asserted that the regulations pro- 
posed would ruin the cold storage business, in 
which $100,000,000 is invested in Chicago. 


Points to Packers as Warning. 


At the close of a searching arraignment of 
the interests opposed to the regulations pro- 
vided by the ordinance, Ald. Foreman voiced 
a warning based on the lessons learned by 
the packers in opposing meat regulations;

After being stored six months foods shall be 
inspected, ordered sold, condemned, or allowed to 
remain a limited period, during which they may be 
Sold. 

Punishment for violatlon of provisions is fixed 
at a fine of from $50 to $200 for each offense.

It then 
was flying low and wes leas inflated than the 
others, its trailing rope hardly clearing the 
houses. Ballast was thrown out.and the 
town cleared. Then the balloon rose consid- 
erably and seemed to be moving northward 
rapidly. Since then it has not been reported.

How the American Won. 

Lieut. Frank P. Lahm, Sixth cavalry; U. 
8. A., the winner of the contest, landed at 
Fylingdale; near Whitby, fifty miles’ north 
of Hull. He says he was carried by way of 
Caen to Chichester, the passage over the 
channel lasting from 11 o'clock at night 
until 8 in the morning. He then passed 
steadily northward until he was over the 
Yorkshire coast, when, seeing the breeze was 
carrying him towards the North gea, he de- 
cided 40 descend. He dropped his anchor, 
but owing to the soil being dry and hard it 
did not hold. He passed dangerously near 
some farm buildings, but finally alighted 
within a mile of the sea. He has left for 
Paris, ;

The Elfe made the next longest distance, 
covering about 300 miles. Aeronauts von 
Witter and Clansti were much shaken by 
their descent. They say it was the Worst 
they ever made. The anchor did not catch 
and the balloon began ‘to drift dangerously, 
doing much damage vo property.

De la Vaulx Is Third. 

‘Count de la Vaulx'e Wathalla made the 
nest best record, covering about 265 miles. 
It came down at Walsingham, on the Nor- 
‘folk coast. In an interview the count said he 
had a splendid voyage, although the wind 
had been unfavorable. Before he landed he 
estimated he had traveled 350 miles. His 
greatest altitude was 7,500 feet. 

Prof. Huntington, one of the English con- 
testants, in the Zephyr. landed at Sitting- 
borne, Kent. He hada trying ordeal in cross- 
ing the channel, which took him eight hours. 
Otherwise his voyage was uneventful: The 
Zephyr could not have gone another quarter 
of a mile without being carried out to sea. 

Capt. Kindalin’s Montauer descended at 
half-past 4 o'clock this morning at Rum- 
bold-wyke, near Chichester. The eeronaut 
states that the wind swept him over the 
channel and he feared thet he would be car- 

ied out to the Atlantic. The wind changed

-merm, at Pont Addemer; Sefior Salmanca’s 
Note, at Blouville, near Vilers-sur-Mer; F. 
H. Butler's City of London, at Blouviile; and 
Count de St. Victor’s Foebn, near Blouville.

Another Guest on Way. 

It was announced early in the day that 
Mrs. Gay Robertson of Washington, D. C., 
another of the senator’s guests on the cross 
continent tour, was hurrying to this city as 
fast ap the express train could bring her to 
make sworn denial of the story. But Mrs. 
‘Robertson did not put in an appearance, for 
the good reason, probably, that in her Wash- 
ington home several days ago she had con- 
firmed, reluctantly but positively, every de- 
tail of the story. 

Mrs. Piatt started from Tioga lodge, High- 
land Mills, at the earliest possible hour this 
morning to meet her husband. She wired 
him that she was coming, and arrived in the 
city about 11 o'clock. The senator was in 
his office at the United States Express com- 
pany’s building at the time, and she called 
him up on the telephone and asked for an 
appointment. 

Mrs. Platt could not restrain her pent up 
feelings, and is said to have expressed her- 
self in such a manner over the wire that 
the senator hung up the receiver. Repeated 
ringing caused him to answer again, where- 
upon Mrs. Platt asked that he meet her. 

it je sald that Mr. Platt hotly declined to 

see his wife and that she indignantly re- 
turned to Highland Mills, saying she might 
give out her own statement to the press at a 
later hour. She arrived at Highlend Mills 

late in the evening and was driven directly to 
Tioga lodge by her coachman, Hedges.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 1.—Capt. Fiske of 
the cruiser Minneapolis has reported by mail 
details of the rescue of James Olson of the 
schooner Twilight, which was wrecked in a 
gale off the Carolina coast.

POLYGAMY CHARGE.

Five Wives—Complaint Sworn To 
by Member of Church and Served 
by Sheriff of Same Faith—Waives 
Preliminary Hearing and Released 
on His Own Recognisance—Com- 
Dlaint from Outside Denomination. 


Salt Lake City, Utah, Oct. 1.—The president 
of the Mormom church, Joseph F. Smith, was 
arrested and bound over to the District court 
today on the charge of living unlawfully. with 
five wives. 

The complaint was sworn to by a Mormon 
deputy sheriff, the warrant was served by 
order of a Mormon sheriff, and the commit- 
ting magistrate isalso a Mormon. President 
Smith was arraigned immediately. after his 
arrest and waived preliminary hearing. After 
being bound over he was released on his own 
recognizance. 


Complaint Outside Church. 

President Smith reached here two days ago 
on his return from Europe. He then learned 
that an attempt. had been made to secure his 
arrest for a statutory offense in connection 
with the birth of his forty-third child. 

The complaint was made from a distinctly 
anti-Mormon source. The county attorney 
refused to approve a prosecution on this 
charge. The attorney was then cited to 
appear in court and show cause why he 
should not be compelled to act th the matter, 
After the hearing the court held that the at- 


torney wae justified in refusing to prosecute, 


because the complainant offered no evidence 
that the mother of the child wasnot the wife 
of President Smith.

United States did not seek an inch of Latin 
American territory—and now they are stared 
in the face by the fact of the American oc- 
cupation of Cuba. They never believed the 
Unit States was. actuated by altruistic 
motives alone in going to war with Spain. 
They were surprised by the American evacu- 
ation of Cuba, but their distrust was re- 
vived by the policy of President Roosevelt 
im setting the government of Panama upon 
its legs at the expense of the republic of 
Colombia. American fiscal intervention in 
Santo Domingo added to their suspicion. 

Secretary Root spoke convincingly to them 
of American unselfishness and now he wants 
to make his word good: He came back to 
Washington assured that the government of 
Colombia would negotiate treaties with the 
United States and Panama, a step it has 
refused, up to this time, to take in spite of 
the earnest appeals of this country. The 
negotiation of these treaties will be begun 
when Sefior Enrique Cortez, the new min- 
ister of Colombia to Washington, arrives 
here. In arranging a settlement of all the 
questions with Colombia and between Colom- 
bia and Panama, Mr. Root believes he will 
show South America that the United States 
roses gcc and is still acting in pe t good 
a 


Favors Ultimate Evacuation. 


Naturally Secretary Rodt wants to in- 
crease the effect of this action by infucirig 
the president to adopt a poltoy of withdraw⸗ 
ing from Cuba. But it must be said that 
Secretary Root is in no great haste about 
withdrawal, and whatever he may think 
privately. he will carry out loyally the policy 
the president has inaugurated. But Secre- 
tary Root's voice is strongly for the evacua- 
tion of the island and the return of the gov- 
ernment to the Cubans in the shortest possi- 
ble time consistent with the execution of 
Secretary Taft's pledge to restore peace, or- 
der, and public confidence, 

It must never be forgotten that the Cuban 
republic is Mr. Root’s child. Me it was who, 
as secretary of war, carried the island 
through military occupation and established 
and propped up the republic. He therefore 
has a sentimental as well as a political inter- 
est in the restoration of an Indepenseas re- 
publican government in Cuba. 


Root’s Colleague’s Disagree. 


But Mr. Root’s view is not that of other 
members of the cabinet. They do not see 4 
reason why the American government should 
be kept constantly on the qui vive because 
of the danger of ay insurrection in Cuba. 
It is an expensive proposition to send an 
army to the land after each election. There 


believes the Cubans ever will have a minor- 


the majority. If the United States with- 
draws from Cuba and new elections are held 
there is no doubt whatever that the liberal 
party will be victorious and that the mod- 
erates who went out of power when Presi- 
dent Palma resigned will take to the bush 
and inaugurate an insurrection as the lib- 
éerals did after the reélection of Palma. The 
movement of ships, marines, and troops 
which have been made and ordered to Cuba 
have cost up to date several million dollars, 
and if an army is maintained in Cuba three 
months, the shortest time anticipated, the 
United States will have disbursed’ $5,000,000 
easily in order to restore tranquillity to Cuba. 

The question naturally is asked by public 
men, including cabinet officers: *‘ Must the 
United States be eternally vigilant, which in 
itself is an expensive operation, and must 
the treasury scatter millions every few 
months or years for the benefit of the Cuban 
people? And besides this expense, there are 
the added burdens of the loss of commerce 


and the danger that disease will develop and 


penetrate the United States. 


Taft Needed in Washington. 


The president will discuss the Cuban situa- 
tion with his cabinet at its session tomor- 
row, and it is safe to say a decision will be 
reached to carry out without change the pol- 
icy Secretary Taft has inaugurated, in ac- 
cordance with the instructions given him 
by the president. Secretary Taft will not 
remain in Cuba much longer, ag he is needed 
in Washington to advise the president upon 
affairs in the island, and to settle important 
questions relating to the Panama canal and 
to the Philippines. Probably Mr. Taft has 
not lost sight of the danger of the Filipinos 
taking advantage of the preoccupation of 
the United States in Cuba by organizing 
a new revolt. The army has been reduced in 
the Philippines by two regiments and a couple 
of batteries of artillery, and these organiza- 
tions are now on their way to the United 
States, and, If necessary, will be diverted to 
Cuba. The army believes, however, it has 
the situation in the far eastern archipelago 
well in hand, and that there is no danger of a 
revolt there unless the Cubane attack the 
American forces. 

The president, and every member of his 
cabinet are most desirous that no fighting 
shall occur in Cuba, and everything possible 
will be done, short of transferring the head 
of their government to them, to make the 
Cubans contented with American occupation. 
Before Secretary Taft relinquishes the office 
of provisional governor the American who is 
to serve as governor until American evacua- 
tion, in case such a step should be taken, will 
be selected.

POLICY KING BLOWS OUT BRAINS 
IN NEW YORK HOTEL. 


Seate Himself Before Mirror and Fires 
— Dies Alone, Apart from Family, 

He Lived in Latter Tears. 
E. D. Stokes, His Liberator from 
Sing Sing, Charges Suicide to Ex- 
Dose in Newspapers and ee 
Hounding by the Police. 


New Tork, Oct. i—f jal.j~-* Al” 
Adams, the policy king.“ ended his life this 
morning in his apartments in the Ansonia. 
He shot himself through the head while ait- 
ting in a chair in front of a mirror. 

Surrounded by luxury’, possessed of a for- 
tune still estimated at several millions, al- 
though he had hed some recent lossea, the 
former convict, who had been denounced 
from the bench as New York's meanest 
criminal@ died as he had lived—& social out- 
cast and a marked man. 

Adams was alone when he shot himself. 
He had ‘resided alone in the Ansonia ever 
since his release from Sing Sing. Whether 
it was his own wish or the desire of his 
family that made him live apart is. not 
known. According to some of his friends it 
was his idea that his family should share as 
little as possible in his shame. Mrs. Adams, 
with her two sons and an unmarried daugh- 
ter, lately took a new hove at 471 West End 
avenue. 


Losses Estimated at $800,000. 
W. E. D. Stokes, who knew Adams as well 


as any one, said today that Adams told him. 


his losses in the stock market would amount 
to more than $800,000. Papers found in 
Adams’ rooms at the Ansonia show that on 
Aug. 27 he had closed his account with Robert 
Maclay, a broker at 71 Broadway, and had 
received a check from theconcern for $25,000. 
Other papers showed he had had dealings 
with this firm to the extent of $887,000 

Al Adams took his life primarily be- 
cause of the hounding he has received at the 
hands of the newspapers, said Stokes to- 
day. When I went to Sing Sing to see what 
could be done for Sam Parks, I found Adams 
fiursing him. He said: 

Why don’t you do something with the 
governor to get me out of here? You know 
I am here under an indeterminate sentence. 
Think of the grief to my family. I know if 
you will use your influence with the governor 
he will do something for me. If I remain 
much longer here I will die.’ 

“I told him I could do nothing for him un- 
less he agreed to sever his connection with 
the policy business. 

Stokes said that Adams agreed and was re- 
leased from prison. 

Adams was seen around the hotel on Sun- 
day. Sunday evening he sat in the café 
awhile. This was the last seen of him. 

It was the custom of the telephone girl 
of the hotel to call Adams every morning at 
6 o'clock. She did this this morning and 
Adams responded, Shortly after 7 o'clock 
George W. Robinson, treasurer of the Greene 
Copper company, who occuples a suite dfrect- 
ly underneath Adame, heard something fall 
in the room over him. 


Bellboy Valet Finds Him. 
When Bellboy Miller let himself into the 


| apartment half an hour later he found Adams 


lying across a chair with the blood pouring 
from a big hole in the right side of his head. 
An army revolver, with one chamber empty, 
wae on the floor by his feet. 

As soon as possible Adams’ family was 
notified. Living with Mrs. Adams are her 
daughter, Ida, and her sons, Albert J. Adams 
Jr. and Lewis Adams. Another son, Walter, 
is in Mexico in charge of the Guanajuato 
mines. Mrs. Paul Napoleon, a married daugh- 
ter, is traveling with her husband. Albert J. 
Adams took charge of his father's affairs. 

Despite his recent losses, Adams was one 
of the largest individual real estate holders 
in this city. His property in real estate, ac- 
cording to one of his agents, amounted to 
almost $3,000,000. He had been a shrewd 
speculator all his life. 

Adams was 60 years old. He began life 
as a brakeman down east. 

He started in the policy games years ago. 
His profits came in pennies, principally from 
the poor, but they came fast. 


Finally Landed in Sing Sing. 

Until he ran afoul of the late F. Norton 
Goddard Adams got along all right. God- 
dard’s society secured the raiding of a chain 
of policy places, and all Adams’ private pa- 
pers were seized. He was given an indeter- 
minate sentence in Sing Sing in April, 1903. 
He was released in October, 1904. 

Adams always saw to it that his family 
Was surrounded with luxury and enjoyed 
social standing. His children were kept en- 
tirely unaware of what their father's real 
business wad. They were educated at the 
best private schools. Two of his sons were 
sent to college. 

The hardest blow the old gambler ever 
had to suffer was when his arrest brought 
home to his children the shame he had tried 
te hide from them. 

Lewis Adams said tonight: 

„The governor wasn't half as bad as he 
was painted. Of course he was mixed up in 
the gambling game, but he was the scape- 
goat for others. 

„ The trouble was he was stubborn and 
seif-witied. There wasn't any need of him 
going to prison. Jerome offered to get him 
off with a $1,000 fine if he would plead guilty. 
We ali wanted him to accept, but he wouldn't. 
He was bound to fight, and they got him.”

Try to Get Out Women’s Vote. 

The Illinois Equal Suffrage association, 
which is another name for the women's 
rights movement in this state, has deter- 
mined to make an extra effort to get women 
to go to the polls this fall. They are en- 
titled to vote for university trustees on the 
state ticket, and the fact that more women 
have not availed themselves of the right has 
for some time been a disappointment to the 
advocates of the “ equal suffrage *’ move- 
ment. 

When the legislature first gave women this 
right there was a fairly heavy registry of 
this sex in Chicago, more than 21,000 women 
getting their names on the books. As soon 
as the novelty wore off, however, the number 
dwindled, until now a registry of 1 wom- 
en in this city is considered normal. The as- 
sociation will hold its state convention in 
Elgin on Wednesday and Thursday, where 
the importance of having women entitled to 
vote going to the polls will be one of the 
main topics.

He said he had not decide@ which con- 
gressional districts he would invade, but ac- 
cording to present plans he will be accom- 
panied by several labor spellbinders when 
he réturns to Chicago. 

When asked whether labor will unite on 
candidates to oppose Congressmen Mann,

The former lieutenant governor was 
long a member of the machine and he has 
not yet forgotten the bitter attacks rome 
made upon him and upon his own political 
associates, in the last campaign, as well as 
in the previous ones when Jerome was still 
a democrat in good and regular standing. 

Therefore, the curidus condition of affairs 
has developed that Woodruff and his fol- 
lowers. are insisting that Jerome is so un- 
popular with the republican rank and file 
that he should not be permitted to go into 
the campaign for Hughes, while at the same 
time Hearst ils training his heaviest guns 
on Jerome. 

It is quite likely President Roosevelt with 
his usual political sense, will see the folly 
of such a stand and will direct that Jerome 
be welcomed and starred not only in New 
York City, but throughout the state. 


Idle to Forecast Now. 


It would be idle at this time to attempt any- 
thing like a forecast in New York. It is a 
big state. It has frequently surprised the 
shrewdest political managers. It would be 
impossible to say whether the result will be 
close or the contrary, because in a state of 
thé size a few thousands of votes or tens 
of thousands of votes one way or the other 
are likely to be influenued by local conditions, 
by faction fights, or by the weather. 

The one thing that both parties have to 
look out for now is to secure a satisfactory 
registration. For. the campaign is only a 
month long and it will be the simplest thing 
in the world for either side to lose by failure 
to get out their vote, not on election day, but 
on registration day.

Jealous of his wife and angered that she 
should seek a divorce from him, Frank A. 
Ethenstadt, a barber, went to her flat, on the 
second floor at 806 Washington boulevard, 
yesterday mor ning, 
razor, and then killed himself with the same 
weapon. The only witness to the tragedy was 
their daughter Bisie; 2 years old, who was 
found toddling about when the horrified 
neighbors reached the;sscene, 

After her throat was cut Mrs. Ethenstadt 
ran out the back door and up to the flat on 
the third floor, where.she had barely enough 
strength left to ring the bell. As she sank to 


the floor Mrs. Fanny Ruth opened the door... 


„My husband.“ gasped Mrs. Ethenstadt, but 
she could say no more and died within a few 
minutes. The body of the dying husband was 
found lying half across a bed in the back 
partor. 

From the appearance of the rooms it is 
evident that Ethenstadt cut his wife’s throat 
while they were standing in the dining room 
at the rear of the flat. She ran to the back 
door with the husband in close pursuit, but 

to elude him by dodging into her 
bedroom, which connected with the kitchen, 
and then going out the door, Ethenstadt 
then deliberately. drew the blade of the razor 
across his own throat and staggered back 


‘through the hall to the room where his body 


was found. 
Woman Seeking Divorce. 

The life of the couple has been anything 
but pleasant, Two months ago, after her, 
husband had attempted to shoot her, Mrs. 
Ethenstadt had him arrested, but later for- 
gave him. They quarreled the next day, 
however, and.it, was then Mrs. Ethenstadt 
decided to get a divorce. She retained Fred 
Plotke and was preparing to start for his 
office to sign the petition and an application 
for an order restraining Kthenstadt from an- 
noying her, when the husband entered the 
flat. A mute evidence of this was a note ad- 
dressed to the older daughter, Emma, who. 
was at the Woods school. In this the mother 
directed the child to find what she wanted to 
eat in the ice box. 

Plotke was informed of the murder of his 
cent by a reporter for THe Tribune, 
admitted he had an appointment with at 
11 o'clock.

their business will be ruined. 

* As to Ald. Badenoch’s remarks, I am sur- 
prised? that a man who has been a member 
of this council all these years gays that this 
attempt to regulate this business is a dis- 
graceful and dishonorable act. He doesn’t 
even allow that there may be mistakes in the 
ordinance, but declares ita dishonorable act

New Billboard Regulations. 

Ald.. Hunter had a substitute bill board 
ordinance which he asked to have printed 
and considered when the one recommended 
by the committee comes up for action, pre- 
sumably at the next council meeting. It 
was drawn by the bill board people them- 
selves and was introduced at their request. 

It unites the various businesses of bill 
posting, sign and bulletin painting, card and 
banner tacking, distributing handbilis,’’ and 
all other forms of street advertising, and 
requires any person engaging in any or all 
of them shall take out a Mcense. The con- 
sent of the council must be had before any 
bill or card can be posted on a curbstone.

‘There is 
no limit to the length of the boards, . inside j- 
of the fire limits they must be of metal. 
Outeide they can be of wood. This dimen- 
sion clause and the one uniting all the ad- 
vertising businesses are the main differ- 
ences Wetween it and the committee ordi- 
nance. The sizes allowed in the latter are 
about one- ait. 


For Disposal of Garbage. 

Action necessary to put the new contract 
for the disposal of garbage into such shape 
that it can go inte effect on Nov. 1, the con- 
tract date, took two forms. The eommis- 
sioner of pubic works was authorized to 
apend $50,000, without advertising, for the 
carts and other tools the city will feed to 
keep its part of the bargain, andan ordinance 
amending the ordinance so as to provide for 
two garbage cans instead of three, and com- 
pelling the householder to put mis 
cellaneous waste as well as ashes into one 
and only garbage into the other was sent to 
the finance committee. 

The new South Shore Country club came in

We assert possession of the island and 
administer it patiently, firmly, and mod- 


become imperative and may have to be 
eoneceded by the United States as for the 
best interests of all concerned. Annexa- 
tion may be made not only with consent 
but by request. Without annexation, in- 
deed, the situation in the island must re- 
main intolerable. It means. taxation with- 
out representation and control of the-reve- 
nues of the island by en outside power. 
It must be government without the con- 
sent of the governed. It could not be 
justified either in the form of. national 
conscience or before the world. If we 
continue a provisional goverument and 
raise revenue and administer finances 
without authority from the governed we 
shall be treating the Cubans with less 
ceremony than the Dutch treat Java. We 
shall behave towards Cuba as George III. 
behaved towards the American colonies 
before the revolution. 

It is difficult to escape from the dilem- 
ma presented by Chairman Jenkins of the 
house judiciary committee. He main- 
tains that Cuba is either foreign or domes- 
tic territory. If foreign, then our forces 
are alien invaders. They have no busi- 
ness in Cuba. They have no mght to oc- 
cupy foreign territory for an instant.

How can it be anything but domestic it 
we exercise sovereignty?

LIGHT InN DARKNESS, © 

Within the memory of quite youthful 
people the darkness of central or tropical 
Africa was an established fact. But since 
the days of Livingstone, Stanley, Speke, and 
Burton the light these first explorers turned 
on these vaste forests, swamps, and plains 
has grown and spread, revealing many 
strange things. The headwaters of the Nile, 
—for many centuries lost in

As long as mosquitoes bite, as ticks creep 
and suck, as jiggers burrow (all fever bring- 
ing insects), traveling in tropical Africa 
will be attended by quite peculiar and ob- 
jectionable drawbacks. 

It is a curious fact that the ignorance 
as to the source of the Nile and the exist- 
ence of the great interior lakes of Africa has 
only arisen within the last four or five 
centuries, There are some quaint geograph- 
ical works by Italian and Portuguese 
explorers published in the fourteenth and 
fifteenth centuries with maps ‘where the: 
lakes are vaguely outlined, while at least 
one of them has a meandering line which 
connects the larger body of water with the 
Nile, probably a conjectural addition by 
the imaginative medieval explorer; but, if 
so, a happy guess, How these records were 
lost sight of by succeeding generations is 
probably to be explained by the fact that 
at that period of time European nations 
became enormously absorbed in the study 
of themselves and each other. Their great 
‘navigators on the highways of the seas 
discovered new continents, but penetrated 
little into inferiors. When at last western 
civilised people began to stir farther afield 
these old records were lost in musty II- 
braries, and nineteenth century explorers 
had the work to do over again. They have 
done it, and now have passed away. Tiiou- 
sands will widen and beat down the paths 
they painfully and laboriously made,

What Will Next Duma Do? 


It is futile to prophesy what reception the 
proposed reform bills af the government will 
receive in the second dumg. In the first 
place every indication would seem to point 
to a more radical duma this second election. 
Such a duma, judging from the present at- 
titude, -even of the liberal parties, wil} not 


be any more ready to codperate with a min- 


istry which has not its confidence than was 
the first. The government bills will probably 
be Ustened to and calmly ignored. 

A conservative duma, if by what now seems 
to be a mere chance such is the result of 
the election, will not have the sympathy or 
support of the people. The struggle will then 
assume a different aspect. We saw how 
much the radicals were successful in their 
agitation against the duma and can imagine 
what effect a more €xtensive opposition cam- 
paign could have. 

Yet the almost universal opinion of the 
program ig that it is simply more bureau- 
cratic ink and paper. There has been so 
much paper reform these last two years 
that these official documents are received 
with a mere shrug of the shoulder.

The emperor, furtous, 
dismisses him in disgrace and is resuming 
the contemplation of army plane when 
D’ Albert, the emissary of Talleyrand, is an- 
nounced. Napobeon admits him, and hears 
to his astonishment that the man has come 
with word from Talleyrand to the effect that 
the latter congratulates hig imperial master 

om the recovery of the papers and expresses 
his regrets that he himself was not able to 
be the messenger who returned them. 

Then ensues a series of questions and an- 
wers that form one of the cleverest pieces 
of dialogue heard here in 4 longtime.

It is 
the best romantic comedy that has been writ- 
ten since “ Prisoner of Zend.“ andit suffers 
in nowise by comparison with that best of 
latter day romantic plays. Gerard himself 
ig a central figure that wins instant liking. 
He ts ah who has been through count- 
less battles in Spain, Ie absolutely devoid of 
fear, is a swordsman who has but two equals 
n all the French army, is a fellow handsome 
as a picture, and as gallant as he is brave. 
He loves to tell of his adventures and daring 
achievements when given the least excuse 


ment of any fun making at his expense or any 
reflections cast upon his prowess or his honor. 
His love for the emperor ig unbounded and 
the emperor on various Bas hon- 
ored him by giving him particular and df 
cult missions to perform. 

And yet, with it all, Gerard is something 
of a blunderer. He is not quick witted when 
a battle of wits is on, but fortune favors him 
in the most umexpected fashion and even in 
hig worst blunderings she helps him to suc- 
ceed, And succeed he does in all he under- 
takes. His is an Interesting, a likable, and a 
fascinating personality, and a better central 
figure for a tale of romance could not be de- 
sired. Conan Doyle has drawn him with ex- 
ceptional effectiveness and has placed him in 
a series of captivatingly romantic and inter- 
esting situations. 

Gerard comes to join the Hussars cof Con- 
flans, his own company of Camberont hav- 
ing been wiped almost entirely out of exist- 
ence.

Gen. Caulaincourt, one of 
Napoleon's faithfuls, appears and sends Ger- 
ard on the mission of recovering the pa- 
pers the emperor desires, He is to visit the 
countess de Roquelaure in Paris, show her 
an amethyst ring that is given him, and re- 
ceive from her the papers. Absolute secrecy 
as to his mission 16 to be observed. Gerard 
has loved the countess for two years and goes 
gladly. 

Talleyrand’s spies have tracked the count- 
ess, however, and before Gerard sees her they 
secure possession of the papers. Gerard goes 
to Talleyrand, tries to match wits with that 
sly diplomat and is worsted, but by the aid of 
the countess he turns the tables on the arch 
plotter and escapes, wearing the cloak in 
which the papers are kept concealed.
